TRINITY CHRISTIAN OR 
ROMAN CATHOLIC

There is a letter or small tract be 
ing circulated that states that it is 
“somewhat in answer” to an article 
that we contributed to the Bvangel 
sometime ago. We do not consider the 
tract is an answer to the article, for 
neither scripturally nor logically does 
it answer the points at issue. Never- 
theless, we will supplement our pre 
vious article which seems to have be 
come a thorn in the side of those who 
do not agree with us. 

The article that was published in 
the Evangel, of which some complaint 
has been made, was the one we wrote 
on the New Light issue with the head- 
line “New Light a Fallacy, The Recur- 
rence of Old Errors.” In that article 
we showed that the New Light, or 
Jesus Only, theory was the recur- 
rence of old errors because it denies 
the Trinity or threefold personality 
of God. We proved the fallacy of the 
New Light theory by the scripture 
which shows that God subsists in three 
persons and that these three form one 
God. 


The writer of the small tract men- 
tioned above does not answer any of 
the scriptural proof we gave of the 
threefold personality of God. He claims 
to have answered us but in reality he 
only compiled a few scripture refer- 
ences without explanation. 

The Bible proves the “Word of 
Truth” must be “rightly divided,” and 
when it is correctly applied the New 
Light theory must fail; therefore, 
those who oppose the doctrine of the 
Trinity do not dare to rightly divide 
the scripture. 

The gentleman who wrote the tract 
mentioned above frankly admits that 
the Jesus Only people do not believe 
in the trinity. He claims that those 
who support the doctrine of the Trin- 
ity are upholding a tradition that 
came from the Roman Catholic 
chureh; but in this, the gentleman 
proves he is ignorant of both the his- 
tory of Christianity and the Roman 
Catholic church. 

About A. D. 318 a man by the name 
of Arius promulgated the doctrine 
that denied Christ was equal with 
God and disputed the doctrine of the 
Trinity. This heresy was condemned 
by the Council of Nice which was con- 
vened by Constantine in A. D. 325 to 
settle the controversies which had 
arisen in regard to the doctrine of the 
Trinity. This is proof that until about 
A. D. 318 the doctrine of the Trinity 
had been an established doctrine of 
Christianity. Constantine favored the 
Christians and it was he who declared 
Christianity the religion of the state. 
The Christian religion and the Chureh 
of God had existed long before Con- 
stantine was made Emperor of Rome; 
but when the true church united with 
the state, the Roman Catholic church 

ught forth. 
7. pon the Roman Catholic church 
claims to be the mother church, but 
history proves the Church of God ex- 
isted long before she united with the 
state, out of which _ the Roman 
lic church was born. 
oe Rome (not the Roman Cath- 
olic church) had persecuted the Chris- 
tians and when the Emperor Constan- 
tine favored them and declared their 
religion should be the religion of the 
state instead of the nica religion, 
united with the world. 

es union of the church and state 
was doubtless intended for good, but 
it wa) not God’s order and in later 
years the church was overpowered by 
the state. It was not until A. D. 787 
when a council was summoned by the 
Empress Irene, with the concurrence 
of the pope, that it was decreed that 
images should be used as aids to de- 
votion in the church, which decree 
marked the return to paganism. 

In A. D. 1564 another creed was add- 
ed, known as the Creed of Pius IV, 
which chiefly distinguishes the Roman 
Catholic church from Christianity. So 


it is evident that in the beginning the}: 


chureh of Rome accepted some Chris- 

tian truth, especially the doctrine of 

the Trinity. The Nicene Creed of 

A. D. 325, which recognized the doc- 

trine of the Trinity, was a summary 
‘ 





of Christian faith; therefore, the doc- 
trine of the Trinity is Christian and 
not a Roman Catholte tradition. 

It is true the Roman Catholic 
church accepted the Nicene Creed 
which set forth tne doctrine of the 
Trinity, but that does not signify the 
doctrine came from the church of 
Rome. We cannot disregard the truth 
because those who are false profess to 
believe it. The devils admitted Jesus 
was the Son of God; so do all Chris- 
tians, but that does not signify that 
Christians are in agreement with 
devils. Neither does it signify the 
powerful truth that Jesus is the Son 
of God originated among devils. It 
should always be remembered that the 
Nicene Creed was adopted to counter- 
act the Arian heresy which taught 
that Christ was inferior to the Father 
and denied the threefold personality 
of God. 


Any theory that denies the three- 
fold personality of God virtually de- 
nies the divinity of Christ, and any 
creed that acknowledges the Trinity 
must also acknowledge that Christ is 
divine. If the doctrine of the Trinity 
is a Roman Catholic tradition, so is 
the doctrine of the Divinity of Christ. 
But we are frank to say that neither 
of the two facts originated in the Ro- 
man Catholic church. 

Those who complain because we ex- 
pose the fallacy of the “New Light” 
theory and base their complaint on 
the supposition that the doctrine of 
Trinity came from the Roman Catho- 
lic church would do well to remember 
that Christianity was established in 
Rome long before the Roman Catho- 
lic church came into existence. This 
being true, it is evident that the Ro- 
man Catholic church borrowed from 
the Church of God any and all truth 
that it may have in its creeds. 

The essential doctrine of the Trinity 
was taught by the Church of God in 
its earliest existence and is clearly set 
forth in the New Testament. It is true 
the word “trinity” is not used in the 
Bible, but those who know the mean- 
ing of the word understand the Trin- 
ity is revealed in scripture. A trinity 
is the “union of three parts in one,” 
and since it is taught in scripture 
that the Father, Son, and Holy Ghost 
are one, it is evident that the Bible 
reveals the Trinity even though the 
word itself is not used. “For there are 
three that bear record in heaven, the 
Father, the Word (Jesus), and the 
Holy Ghost: and these three are one.” 
(Or in other words the Trinity.) See1 
John 5:7. 

The Bible proves that man is com- 
posed of spirit, soul, and body; 
and while he subsists in three parts, 
yet he is one man and therefore a 
trinity in himself. It should be remem- 
bered by those who oppose the doc- 
trine of the Trinity, that God said, 
“Let US make man in OUR image, 
after OUR likeness.” Man subsists in 
three parts that constitute one whole 
man because he was created in the 
image and likeness of the Triune God. 
It seems that anyone who knows he 
has a spirit, a soul, and a body ought 
to understand the doctrine of the 
Trinity. 

The general accepted definition of 
the trinity by orthodox Christians is 
that there are in the Godhead three 
persons, one in substance, coeternal, 
equal in power; the Father, Son, and 
Holy Ghost. These three distinct per- 
sons act and react upon each other, 
thus forming one God, just as spirit, 
soul, and body formed one man in the 
image of God. 

The writer of the tract that is being 
circulated Gomplains because we stat- 
ed that the “New Light” theory was 
Antichrist. We stated once, and do so 
again, that it is Antichrist because it 
denies the Trinity and thereby denies 
the divinity of Christ. It is plain 
heresy and in different ways it proves 
to be anti-or against Christ. 

Those who deny God subsists in 
three persons that form one God claim 
that if the Hol host were a person 
Jesus would be-His’Son and not the 
Son of God. We showed in our pre-

CONSCIENCE

I asked someone not long ago if; 
he were a Christian. He said yes that | 
he had always tried to keep a clear 
conscience and wanted to know if that 
was not enough. I told him no but it 
must be trained by the Bible, the 
Word of God. Webster says the con- 
science is the moral sense which de 
termines right and wrong, and God 
has given it to every one who is sane. 
But there is such a thing as making 
one’s conscience tender by obeying its 
promptings, or hard and even dead by 
disobeying it or paying no attention 
to its promptings. Years ago a preach- 
er said he knew he was growing in 
grace for when he was first converted 
hecouldn’t take a pin but now he could 
steal a mule and not feel bad. What 
was the trouble? He had killed his 
conscience, not knowing it, by his dis- 
obedience to its promptings. We find 
in the Bible many who hardened 
their hearts and stiffened their necks 
so they would not hear. In Acts 24:16 
Paul says, “And herein do I exercise 
myself, to have always a conscience 
void of (without) offense toward God, 
and toward men.” Now that can't 
mean that Paul never made a mis- 
take but he had his conscience train- 
ed wrong. When he was persecuting 
the saints he thought he was doing 
the right thing but God showed him 
he was doing the wrong thing. His 
lesson cost him a great deal but he 
learned it all right. One day on his 
way to Damascus a light shined 
around about him from heaven and 
he fell to the earth and began to in- 
quire into things and he says he was 
not disobedient to the heavenly vision. 
God sent to him Ananias who told 
him what to do and he did it.

God. In 2 Cor. 1:12 he says, “Our 
rejoicing is this, the testimony of our 
conscience,” so we see the conscience 
bears witness.

We see that brings 
us to the blood of Jesus. In Heb. 9:14

vious article on the subject that the 
Father, Son and Holy Ghost acted and 
reacted upon each other in the incar- 
nation of Jesus just as they did in the 
work of creation. The Bible says they 
are one, therefore when one acts they 
all act and the work of one is the work 
of the other also. Such arguments as 
the one mentioned above are incon- 
sistent to good reason; but probably 
it was all the gentleman could think 
of since his theory is neither scrip- 
tural nor logical. 

Complaint is also made because we 
stated the “New Light” theory makes 
void the commission concerning bap- 
tism in that it teaches to baptize in 
the name of Jesus only. We are asked 
to show where some of the followers 
of Jesus baptized in the name of the 
“Father, and of the Son, and of the 
Holy Ghost.” In reply to the gentle- 
man’s inconsistent request, we will ask 
the Jesus Only people to show where 
any of the disciples of Christ ever 
baptized without using the words, 
Father, Son, and Holy Ghost. The 
Bible does not say they did or did not, 
but for the fact that every follower 
of Christ is a disciple, it is evident 
that those of His disciples who bap- 
tize obey His commission. 


But they say the name of the Son 
is Jesus, and to baptize in His name 
the word Jesus must be used instead 
of the word Son. If those who make 
such ridiculous’ statements would 
study their Bibles they would find 
the angel said to Joseph, “Thou shalt 
call his name Jesus.” But to Mary he 
said, “That holy thing which shall be 
born of thee shall be CALLED the 
Son of God.” The scripture proves 
that various titles were given to the 
Savior of men and one of those titles 
was the “Son of God,” therefore to 
baptize in the name of the Son means 
to baptize in the name of Jesus be- 
eause He is the Son. 

The Jesus Only people stress tne 
statement of the Apostle Peter given 
in Acts 2:38. But this very scripture 
they emphasize so strongly proves the 
fallacy of their theory. We _ notice 
Peter said to baptize in the name of 
“Jesus Christ,” and if our friends are 
going to hobby ride his statement, 
they should baptize in the name of 
Jesus Christ and not in the name of 
Jesus only. If they should obey the 
scripture they refer to so often and 
baptize in the double name, they would 
conflict with their own theory about 
baptizing in the name Jesus only. So 
they try to take care of their theory 
regardless of the Word of God. 

Of course the “Jesus Only” people 
have a purpose in propagating their 
theme—Jesus only. And in conclusion 
we will reveal what has leaked out 
from their own ranks.

3rd. They are described as being 
pure. The words of the Lord are pure 
words: as silver tried in a furnace of 
earth, purified seven times, Psa. 12:6.

ning: and every one of thy righteous 
judgments endureth for ever.” 

4th. They are perfect, sure, precious, 
quick and powerful. See Psa. 19:7. 
“The law of the Lord is perfect, con- 
verting the soul: the testimony of the 
Lord is sure, making wise the simple.” 
Psa. 93:5 says, “Thy testimonies are 
very sure.” Read Psa. 139:17; Heb. 4: 
12.
